(VFW) began hosting an 
Independence Day parade 10 
years ago after the community 
had gone years without having 
any holiday parade at all.

‘City seeks 
estimates for 
downtown 
project

Graying City officials are 
seeking the price tag for the 
engineering costs for a project 

aimed at giving the downtown 
business district a shot in the 
arm. 

The Grayling City Council, 
last week, voted to seek an esti- 
mate on what ii will cost for the 
infrastructure project planned by 
the city’s Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA). 

The DDA is hoping to repave 
Michigan Avenue and install 
tandscaped brick sidewalks to 
make the downtown district a 
more inviting place to visit and 
shop. 

~. Initially, the DDA planned for 
a $1.2 to $1.4 million project. 
The project was scaled to $1 
million by a committee of DDA 
and city council officials. 
Some — Jandscaped — curb 
islands, which extend into the 
street, were deleted from the 
project, Concrete benches, 
which were planned to be 
placed outside of businesses, 
were also removed from the pro- 
ject. 
“I’m glad that we were able to

who has been organizing the 
parade since it was revived a 
decade ago, says she has “no 
idea” why the event receives a 
relatively poor response. 

There is a small, dedicated 
group of organizations that sub- 
mit a float each year, including 
hospice and local boy scout and 
girl scout clubs, but many larger 
organizations choose not to par- 
ticipate.

Forest Dunes begins push for housing sales

Developers for the Forest 
Dunes Golf Club are taking a 
second swing at establishing 
housing on the property. 

The Crawford County 
Planning Commission last week 
approved an amendment for the 
first phase of the multi-million 
dollar development located off 
of Chase Bridge Road in South 
Branch Township. 

Under the changes, the site 
plan for condominium and hous- 
ing units has been reduced from 
344 units to 114 units. 

Lots are being marketed 
around the man-made fake 
which was built as part of the 
development as well as lots that 
are located adjacent to the golf 
course. 

Six models of two and three- 
bedroom homes, which range 
from 1,010 square feet to 2,412 
square feet have been developed 
along with the marketing plans. 
There are also plans for custom 
homes for up to 3,000 square 
feet. 

“We think this is a wonderful 
development for our area and 
the tax base which will bring in 
more people and activity which 
we certainly need right now,”

Pair of road 
rebuilds to 
proceed

The Grayling Township Board 
gave the go ahead for two road 
reconstruction projects — last 
' week. 

The board approved contracts 
with the Crawford County Road 
Commission to rebuild a portion 
of Ole Dam Road and the entire 
length of Margrethe Boulevard. 

Old Dam Road from the 
AuSable River Bridge leading 
into Sherwood Forest subdivi- 
sion will be reconstructed. The 
cost of the project is $44,000. 

The cost for reconstruction for 
Margrethe Boulevard is 
$204,000. 

The Crawford County Road 
i Commission is funding 50 per- 
cent of the costs for both pro- 
fects. Grayling Township is pay- 
ing for the the other 50 percent 
of the costs, then will bill prop- 
erty owners who live along the 
roadways for 25 percent of the

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FORMER MICHIGAN Gov. 
Bill Milliken can evoke a variety 
of memories with his long tenure 
in state office, starting as a state 
senator in the 1950s, then lieu- 
tenant governor in the 1960s, and 
finally as Michigan’s longest 
serving governor through the 
1970s until he finally retired in 
1983. 

He -was a Republican, but 
embraced the art of practical pol- 
itics and followed a political ide- 
ology foreign to many Michigan 
Republicans at the time, and still. 

During much of his time as 
governor, Democrats controlled 
the legislature, but as a 
Republican governor, he got 
along remarkably well with the 
other side, which delighted many 
Democrats but rankled many of 
his own party. 

Regardless of any partisan dif- 
ferences, one quality of Bill 
Milliken stood out to all. He

always was sincere, and did what 
he believed was right and what 
he considered best for the people 
of Michigan. He was and is a true 
gentleman, in the historic sense. 

Partisanship simmered at times 
during the Milliken years in 
Michigan, usually stirred by Bill 
Milliken’s fellow Republicans 
who considered him less than 
doctrinaire. That he was, and still

BILL MILLIKEN these days 
has been popping up here and 
there in public, signing a newly 
published authorized biography, 
making an infrequent talk here 
and there, and once in a while sit- 
ting for an interview, including a 
statewide TV show scheduled to 
air this week. 

The state of politics today 
often arises. The mild Mr. 


Milliken doesn’t like it — too 
much partisanship, too sharp and 


divisive, too demeaning, and def- 
initely too controlling. 

Public decisions affecting the 
public welfare should not be 
made that way, he contends. 

Tim Skubick, veteran 
Michigan electronic newscaster 
and sometimes columnist, recent- 
ly discussed with Mr. Milliken 
proposed commutation for 14 
female state prisoners. Mr. 
Milliken believes clemency 
should be granted for at least 
some of the inmates, but Gov. 


‘Jennifer Granholm has denied 


commutation. 

Mr. Skubick writes: 
“Reminded that the public does 
not like early releases, and that 
the governor (Ms. Granholm) is 
running for re-election, Milliken 
was blunt. ‘There comes a time 
‘when one has to say politics be 
damned; I will do the right thing 
and I will do it now.’”

The risk of losing one’s home 
to wildfire increases as more 


people .are choosing .Northern . 


Michigan ss a:place to retire or 
raise a family. More houses are 
being built outside of city limits 
in the country and response time 
from emergency agencies takes 
longer as distance from response 
centers increases. Woodlot 
homes however do not need to 
fall victim to wildfires. Home 
owners can take steps that will 
greatly increase their homes 
chances of survival should a 
wildfire occur. 

Fire is a chain with three links; 
each link is dependent on the 
other, for fire to occur all three 
need to be present. The first link 
in the fire chain is oxygen; this 
link cannot be controlled by the 
homeowner. However, the next 
two links, fuel and heat can be. 
By reducing one or both of these 
the homeowner can break the 
chain and greatly increase the 
chance of their home surviving a 
wildfire. 

Landowners should take the 
following precautions to make 
their home defensible against a 
wildfire. Wood shake roofs 
should be replaced with metal or 
some other less combustible 
material. Eaves should be 
cleaned and covered as to reduce 
the chance of ignition by flying 
embers. | Homeowners should 
establish a “fuel break” around 
their home and outbuildings. 
This reduces fuel for the fire 
which also reduces the fire’s heat 
in @ particular area, The first 
three feet immediately surround- 
ing the home or any outbuilding 
should be sparse in fuel. 
Inorganic mulches such as lava 
rocks and similar products 
should be used instead of wood- 
chips. If shrubs are planted in 
this area they should be decidu- 
ous rather than evergreens. 
Evergreens when dry will burn 
with great intensity. Finally this 
area should be cleared of leaves 
and pine needles, these fine fuels 
will readily ignite from sparks 
and flying embers. Needles and 


leaves should also be raked from 
around 
wooden walkways.

“Homeowners seeking 
woodsy look for their house 
placement are often reluctant to 
remove trees from their yard feel- 
ing that to do so would detract 
from their scenery. However, by 
reducing heavy fuels such as 
trees from around the home will 
reduce the possibility of home 
ignition from radiant heat. 
Radiant heat from an intense fire 
can ignite a home from 33 feet 
way. Trees within 33 feet from 
the home should be widely 
spaced so the trees crowns do not 
touch. Lower limbs can become 
ladder fuels which allow the fire 
to travel from the ground to the 
crown of the tree. Lower limbs 
of trees especially evergreens 
should be pruned 6-8 feet, reduc- 
ing the chance for a fire to climb 
into the crown of a tree. 
Hardwoods would be a 
better choice for planting rather 
than conifers in this zone. 

Finally within the 30 foot fire 
break, lawns should be main- 
tained. The lawn in this area 
should be well kept, mowed, 
raked and watered. Pay particu- 
lar attention to grasses around 
liquid propane tanks and wood 
stacks. Wood stacks burn very 
hot and once ignited can take 
considerable time and resources 
to control. Also firewood should 
be placed 25 feet from structures 
and fuel tanks. If water or time 
is in short supply native herba- 
ceous ground covers are a good 
alternative to high-maintenance 
grasses that require frequent 
watering to stay green. 

The next 70 feet around any 
home should also be maintained; 
if possible, in the following man- 


ner to reduce the possibility of a | 


crown fire. Fuels such as trees 
and shrubs less than 6 or 8 feet 
high and limbs that hang low to 
the ground act as ladder fuel and 
should be removed. Trees in this 
area should be thinned so that 
their crowns are well spaced and 
do not touch. Tree torching may 
still occur, however, either from 
radiant heat or flying embers, but 
by reducing the canopy in your 
yard you will be reducing poten- 
tial fuel for a crown fire making

it less likely to carry. 

Homeowners should look at, 
the accessibility to their home 
from the perspective of a fire 
fighter and other emergency per- 
sonnel that have a limited 
amount of time to respond to a 
situation. House numbers 
should be clearly visible from the 
road and the driveway clearly 
marked. Most emergency vehi- 
cles need 12 feet across and 15 
feet high road _ clearing. 
Firefighters will not enter an area 
where they may become trapped. 
Property owners should provide 
an area where emergency vehi- 
cles can turn around. Gated dri- 
veways should be made easily 
accessible for emergency person- 
nel and their vehicles. Gates 
should be placed at least 30 feet 
from the road and open inwards 
and be at least two feet longer 
than the width of the driveway. 
This way, the emergency person- 
nel do not have to block the road 
to enter the residence. In an 
emergency situation, firefighters 
may not have time to break open 
a gate and may pass by your 
home because it was inaccessible 
to them. 

Finally, humans are responsi- 
ble for starting most wildfires in 
Michigan. Care must be taken 
when burning leaves and brush, 
sometimes mulching and com- 
posting are better alternatives, 
Spark arresters should be 
installed in chimneys and out- 
door power equipment such as 
chain saws and ATY’s, Also, 
home owners should get a burn- 
ing permit from their local DNR 
office, have 100 feet of attached 
garden hose, along with a rake 
and shovel on hand before burn- 
ing their yard waste.

IRS expands taxpayers’ 
options for direct 
deposit of refunds 


Hoping to encourage higher 
savings and more banking, the 
Internal Revenue — Service 
announced that it will create a 
new program to allow taxpayers 
who use direct deposit to divide 
their refunds in up to three finan- 
cial accounts, 

The IRS will create a new 
form, Form 8888, which will 
give taxpayers greater control 
over their refunds. Form 8888 
will give taxpayers a choice of 
selecting one, two or three 


- accounts such as checking, sav- 


ings and retirement account. 
Taxpayers who want ail their 
refund deposited directly into 
one account can still use the 
appropriate line on the Form 
1040 series. 

“Direct deposit is growing rap- 
idly and is now used by over half 
of all refund filers,’ said IRS 
Commissioner Mark W. Everson. 
“This program will give taxpay- 
ers the option of depositing a 
refund into more than one 
account. Split refunds should 
encourage saving, and we hope it 
will dampen demand for refund 
anticipation loans.” 

Exact details of the split- 
refund program, including a draft 
of Form 8888, are still being 
decided. The IRS intends to meet 
with a number of consumer, tax 
professional and software associ- 
ations to seek suggestions on 
operational and promotional 
details. The program will take 


refunds each year. Last year, the 
average refund was $2,171. The 
IRS repeatedly has encouraged 
taxpayers to adjust their payroll 
withholding to ensure they pay 
only the taxes required, but some 
people appear to view payroll 
withholding as a way to save 
money.

Currently, taxpayers have two 
options for receiving their indi- 
vidual federal income tax 
refunds — a paper check or a 


direct deposit (electronic funds: 


transfer) into a checking or sav- 
ings account. The electronic 
funds transfer gives taxpayers the 
safety and speed of direct 
deposit. Taxpayers who file their 
tax return electronically and opt 
for direct deposit can receive 
their refund in two weeks or less. 

The split-refund program will 
allow taxpayers to conveniently 
designate — at the time they file — 
and deposit their refunds with 
any U.S. financial institution as 
long as they provide valid rout- 
ing and account numbers. 
Taxpayers will attach a new 
Form 8888 to their returns indi- 
cating amounts for each alloca- 
tion and providing account infor- 
mation. 

This ability to split or allocate 
their direct deposit refunds 
among multiple accounts will be 
available to all individual filers, 
whether they file Forms 1040, 
LO40A/EZ, [O40NR or any of the 
other 1040 series forms.
